WHITE the little plg makes o pound
for pound gein on less feed than the
older hog, there are advantages from
both an Individual and a national
gtandpoint in feeding hogs to n heavs
fer welght.,  Anlmal fats are needed.

And as every farmer knows, it's the
henvy hog that carries the fat. The
need for fat mlgo was reflected In the

market in December by a wider spread
in prices pald for receipts, the fat
hogs topping the market.

Market reports for early winter also
showed that hogs were belng Bent to
packing centers at a much heavier av-
ernge weight than has been the cus-
tom for some {ime, thus indieating that
farmers were finding it profitable as
well as patriotie to put more fat on
their_hogs, The feeding for more
welght hus been dpne by the farmers
in direct response to the many re-
quests that hog production be in-

| creased, YTt was Impossible to enlarge

the numher of hogs Immediately ; that
will come with the spring litters, and
agaln in the fall, 1t was possible,
however, to ndd welght to the hogs on
hand. An nbundance of feed, although
in gome loealltles of poor quality, has
zvently favorsd farmers, and those fa-
vorably situated should feed hogs un-
til they weigh 250 to 500 pounds. Not
only have they kept hogs on thelr
farms until the anlmals earried welght,
hut the demand at packing centers for
feeder or light-welght hogs to be ship-
ped back to the country was nnprece-
déntid dluring the early winter.
Those who have to buy feed,or find
it necesgary (o economize on feed
which they lisve purchased may find

it more to thelr advanminge to market

hogs at lighter welght beecnuse of the
relative glowness and higher cost of
putting flesh and fat on heavy hogs,
A welght of about 200 pounds may be
nttained at from ten to eleven months

 PROPER BROOD-SOW RATIONS |-

Feed Has Much to Do With Strength
of Litter—Results Obtained at
lowa Station.

The hrood sow's ration has much to
do with the strength of the litter, ac-
cording to results obtalned at the Iown
experiment station,

In n lot of gilte fed a ratlon of ear
corn plus one-tenth as much tankage
hy welght, 95 per cent of the plgs were
elnssed as strong at birth., The per-
centaze of strong plgs with eorn alone

wins 68, The percentoge with other
rations follows:
Shelled corn, chopped c¢lover and

maolosses, 86 per cent strong ; ear corn
plus cloverin rack, 84 per cent strong;
ear corn plus alfalfn in rack, 94 per
cent =irong,

The cost of new-horn plgs with ear

corn and ¢lover was 31 cents, with ear
corn and alfplfa 22 cents, with enr
corn snd tankage 19 cents, and with
enr corn only 41 eents,  These cos'

fipures were based on corn at 50 cents
a bushel, and would have to be mulil-
plled by 2!'5 or three to make them
apply to present conditions,
